NELSON MANDELA (1918-2013) 



Honorary Canadian. 
Edmontonians mourn 
loss of ‘hero of Africa’

Edmontonians with South Af¬ 
rican roots remember Nelson 
Mandela as their countiy’s 
great leader after hearing of 
his death Thursday. 

South African President 
Jacob Zuma announced the 
95-year old’s death at a news 
conference Thursday. 

Executive director of Ed¬ 
monton’s Africa We Care, Dr. 
Chukwuemelca Obiajunwa, 
said he would always remem¬ 
ber Mandela for what he 
represented to the continent 
of Africa as a whole. 

Christine Kiliwa echoed 
Obiajunwa’s sentiments. 
After immigrating to Can¬ 
ada from Tanzania 12 years 
ago, Kiliwa said she couldn’t 
imagine a greater influence 
throughout all of Africa. 

“It doesn’t matter where 
you are coming from in Afri¬ 
ca, Nelson Mandela is the hero 
of Africa,” she said. “He was a 
powerful man and touched a 


lot of people’s hearts.” 

Louis Lourens, who moved 
to Edmonton four years ago 
from South Africa, but didn’t 
experience the apartheid re¬ 
gime, praised Mandela’s im¬ 
pact on his home countiy. 

“He made the countiy a 
free place,” said Lourens. 

Meanwhile, in Edmonton’s 
city council, an audible gasp 
was heard in chambers when 
Mayor Don Iveson announced 
Mandela’s passing during 
budget discussions Thursday. 

Iveson read a Mandela 
quote: “For to be free is 
not merely to cast off one’s 
chains, but to live in a way 
that respects and enhances 
the freedom of others,” be¬ 
fore calling for a moment of 
silence. 

Coun. Michael Oshry was 
born in South Africa, but left 
the countiy in 1974. He said 
he has returned to the coun¬ 
tiy to visit family and on his 
last trip toured the Robben Is¬ 
land prison, including the cell 
where Mandela was held. 

“It was a pretty emotional 
experience and it was one 
that I won’t forget and I am 
pretty sure my children won’t 
forget,” said Oshiy.

4.92 per cent. Mayor 
plans to find $5.5M 
in savings, but one 
councillor not so sure 


City councillors whittled 
down the proposed tax hike 
to 4.92 per cent before unani¬ 
mously passing next year’s 
operating budget on Thurs¬ 
day. 

The plan originally called 
for a 5.5 per cent increase. 

Newly elected Coun. Scott 
McKeen said stepping into 


the budget was a big under¬ 
taking but he was happy with 
where it landed. 

“We all feel a tremendous 
burden of responsibility to 
deliver the best services at 
the best cost to the commun¬ 
ity,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson pushed 
the increase half a percent 
lower with a motion that sim¬ 
ply asked administration to 
find $5.5 million in savings. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
wished administration well 
in finding the funds but was 
unsure they would succeed. 

“Until that money is 
found, in my mind the tax in¬ 
crease is 5.4 per cent, not 4.9 
per cent,” he said. 

Administration will bring 


a report back to council in 
the spring, outlining where 
they will cut $5.5 million. 

Iveson said he wanted to 
show citizens that the city 
had done everything it could 
to keep the increase down. 

“I want us all to be able to 
look eveiy one of our citizens 
and taxpayers in the eye and 
say we have really strapped 
this one down,” he told his 
fellow councillors. 

Iveson said future sav¬ 
ings will have to come from 
efficiencies or service reduc¬ 
tions, not sweeping cuts like 
his motion. 

“This is really the last 
time that I want to play ‘Pin 
the Tail on the Budget,’” he 
said.

It’s expected 
to start in September. A ful¬ 
ler discussion on other ex¬ 
pansion options is expected 
in the spring.

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Alberta confirms 
HPV vaccine 
program for boys

The best way to cure cancer 
is to not get cancer, said Al¬ 
berta’s chief medical officer as 
the province launched a new 
vaccination program for boys 
against the human papilloma¬ 
virus on Thursday. 

Kicking off in September 
2014, the vaccination program 
will be available to Grade 5 
boys, much like the Grade 5 
girls, with a special “catch up” 
program for Grade 9 boys. 

“In public health, we believe 
that prevention of disease is su¬ 
perior to diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment,” said Dr. James Talbot, 
the province’s chief medical 
officer of health. 

Talbot noted the project has 
two goals: First, by immuniz¬ 


ing boys, girls will have greater 
protection against HPV; and 
second, by offering the vaccine 
to a greater number of people, 
the province hopes it will be¬ 
come more acceptable to par¬ 
ents to immunize girls. 

Health Minister Fred Home 
called the initiative a hallmark 
for the health-care system in 
Alberta, adding that the current 
HPV immunization program 
for girls is almost 100 per cent 
effective in preventing the two 
forms of HPV that can lead to 
70 per cent of all cervical can¬ 
cers. 

“This immunization will 
save an untold number of lives 
as these girls grow up. But HPV 
can also threaten the lives and 
futures of young men,” Home 
continued. 

According to the province, 
almost 100 per cent of head and 
neck cancer in men under the 
age of 40 is related to HPV. 

The new program will cost 
the province $8 million for the 
vaccine alone, with more fund¬ 
ing needed to administer the 
immunization in schools.

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Wildlife Act. Jail, fine for 
man who shot grizzly, cub 


An Edmonton man was sen¬ 
tenced to five months in jail 
and ordered to pay $10,000 in 
fines for shooting a sow grizzly 
and her cub. 

Frank Kucher, 52, was con¬ 
victed of five counts under the 
Wildlife Act, including two 
counts of hunting wildlife out 
of season, two counts of aban¬ 
doning the carcasses, and one 
count of unlawful possession 
of wildlife in Hinton provincial 
court. He is prohibited from 
hunting for nine years. 

“Alberta Justice and Solici¬ 
tor General takes poaching ser¬ 
iously. This case highlights how 
Albertans can help protect our 


fish and wildlife resources by 
reporting suspicious hunting or 
fishing activity,” said Minister 
of Justice and Solicitor General 
Jonathan Denis in a release. 

It is against the law to hunt 
grizzly bears in Alberta as they 
are considered a threatened 
species. 

The Edmonton District Fish 
and Wildlife Office received an 
anonymous tip from a person 
claiming to have seen the head 
of a grizzly bear in Kucher’s gar¬ 
age back in 2010. Officers later 
found the carcasses of the sow 
and her cub along the Pembina 
River south of Robb.

Over the next 18 months, 
about 70 Alberta restaurants 
will have to evolve or perish. 
That’s because last week the 
Province moved to ban water 
pipes from public places. For 
these dozens of businesses of¬ 
fering hookah (or “shisha”), it’s 
all but an eviction notice. 

Hookah lounges were rare 
in the West until, curiously, 
after 9/11. For many non-Mus¬ 
lims, this Middle Eastern social 
tradition of inhaling flavoured 
molasses and smoke blend was 
their first positive introduc¬ 
tion — a bridge — to these 
maligned and misunderstood 
cultures. 

In Alberta, it was Northeast 
African immigrants arriving in 
the mid- and late-2000s who 
made it trendy. On a single 
strip on 107 Avenue, there are 
three hookah lounges. 

They likely saw the success 
of their neighbours and re¬ 
peated it, unaware that it was 
based on a legal loophole that 
only banned tobacco. Change 
that law to “tobacco-lilce 
products” and the fate of their 
businesses is uncertain at best. 

Hundreds signed an online 
petition to save them, but with 
the Legislature passing third 
reading it would have to re-

scind it to end the ban, which 
is unlikely 

But not eveiyone is upset. 
Les Hagen, executive director 
of Action on Smoking and 
Health (ASH) since 1989, cele¬ 
brates the new legislation. 

“The hookah exemption 
was undermining the integrity 
of the provincial smoking 
ban in public establishments 
because people were still be¬ 
ing subjected to second-hand 
smoke in there,” he says. 

It’s certainly true that hook¬ 
ah smoke, whether tobacco 
blend or “herbal,” is toxic. A 
recent University of Alberta 
study of local hookah lounges 
found chromium, nickel and 
arsenic traces in the air, high 
levels of tar and air quality as 
pollutant as being like “down¬ 
wind from a forest fire.” 

Although Alberta’s the first 
province in Canada to ban 
them from public, Turkey got 
there first. There are move¬ 
ments in other Middle Eastern 


nations like Egypt and Kuwait 
to do the same (in the latter 
country, however, it is because 
it is believed that hookah bars 
promote mingling between 
genders). 

Hagen points to these 
examples as affirmations of 
the province’s new ban, but 
there’s a fundamental differ¬ 
ence: In these places Hookah 
is habitual. To most Canadians 
it’s casual, even novel. 

Further, in Canadian 
venues offering it, hookah is 
the main course, so cutting it 
out is like taking gambling out 
of a casino and telling custom¬ 
ers, “You’re free to order the 
nachos.” 

Comparatively, back when 
cigarette smoking in public 
places was allowed, the smok¬ 
ing was a secondaiy to going 
out, not le plat principal 

There were fairer legal 
options, in fact necessary ones, 
that could have been em¬ 
ployed first before conflating 
the two types of smoke, such 
as banning minors from these 
establishments and obliging 
owners and servers to inform 
patrons, and themselves, of the 
hazards. A one-pipe limit could 
have also been considered. 

However, Hagen, who sym¬ 
pathizes with these business 
owners, thinks the govern¬ 
ment did what’s best. 

“The bottom line is public 
health takes precedence, and 
that’s a Canadian tradition.” 


Needs improvement. Parents, teachers 
react to < ip in math and science scores 


The president of Edmonton’s 
Catholic Teacher association 
is encouraging parents not to 
panic following the release 
of an international study that 
showed score levels for Can¬ 
adian students in math and sci¬ 
ence are on the decline. 

“The sky isn’t falling,” said 
Greg Carabine, president of Ed¬ 
monton Catholic Teachers local 
54. “We are still one of the top 
countries in the world. It’s not 
good, necessarily, but it is not 
the end of the world.” 

The 2012 PISA study, re¬ 
leased by the Organization for 
Economic Co-operation and De¬ 
velopment, compared the test 
scores of more than 500,000 
15-year old students from 
around the world. While Can¬ 
ada ranked in the top in key 
subjects, the study did reveal a

slow decline over the years in 
math and science. 

Carabine noted that since 
the last report, (reports are 
pubbshed eveiy three years) 
there have been no changes to 
curriculum, but resources have 
been cut back. 

“We have cut back on our 
funding, we have increased 


class size,” he said, noting the 
composition of the class has 
changed too. “With the good 
economy, it has drawn more 
people to Edmonton, so you get 
a different composition as well 
as more children.” 

Edmonton parent Tammy 
Gano said while her daughter 
excels in math and science, she 
is more concerned about the 
broader foundation she is re¬ 
ceiving in her education. 

“I do think that we have stu¬ 
dents dropping in their math 
and science abilities,” Gano 
said about the latest results. 

“This is something that is a 
concern for me and my daugh¬ 
ter. She is quite gifted when it 
comes to math and science, 
but goes to an arts school,” she 
added. “That was one of my 
concerns.” metro

Vernen Foreman was work¬ 
ing underneath a truck when 
he received the call from the 
transplant services team at 
the University of Alberta he 
would be getting a new liver. 

Within hours, Foreman be¬ 
came one of 30 different pa¬ 
tients to receive a new organ 
at the University of Alberta’s 
Mazanlcowslci Alberta Heart 
Institute within a 10-day per¬ 
iod, setting a new record for 
organ transplants in Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Between Sept. 29 to Oct. 8, 
the transplant services team 
at the U of A Hospital was able 
to harvest organs from three 
live donors, and nine who had

passed away, to deliver three 
lung, two heart, eight liver, 
five islet, one kidney/pancreas 
and 11 kidney transplants to 
area patients. 


Typically, the transplant 
team will perform between 
20 and 25 organ transplants 
per month. 

Dr. Norman Kneteman, the 
zone clinical section chief for 
Transplant Services at Alberta 
Health Services, called the re¬ 
cord a remarkable period of 
time, adding a typical trans¬ 
plant is a huge undertaking. 

“It’s a major activity and 
by its nature involves a lot of 
different people, with a lot of 


different expertise, and can 
take a lot of resources from 
the hospital,” he explained. 

Dr. Jim Kutsogiannis, the 
medical director of the Hu¬ 
man Organ Procurement 
Exchange (HOPE) program, 
as well as an intensive-care 
physician in the neurosci¬ 
ences ICU, said this is a veiy 
unusual occurrence to have so 
many donors all at once. 

“We’ve had this happen 
twice in my career here and I 


believe the last time was just 
seven donors. This time it was 
nine to 10 donors.” 

Kutsogiannis said the hos¬ 
pital has seen a decrease in 
the number of viable donors 
over the last few years. 

“In Alberta we have seen 
our rates of death from stroke 
and traumatic brain injuiy, 
like motor-vehicle accidents 
and falls, (decrease) over the 
years. That posed a challenge 
for us.” 


E-reader users in Edmonton 
now have an additional 2,000 
ebooks to choose from, titles 
that can’t be found at any 
other libraiy in Canada.

“Those are 2,000 titles that 
Edmonton ebook readers can 
now borrow that a week ago 
they couldn’t borrow — in fact 
nobody in Canada could bor¬ 
row,” said Peter Schoenberg, 
manager of digital literacy 
initiatives and web services 
with EPL. 

Libraiy officials add the 
borrowing process is now 
more efficient with the new 
online EPL eReader at epl.ca. 
Readers also have the option 
to purchase ebooks instead 
of borrowing them for three 
weeks, with proceeds sup¬ 
porting various EPL programs 
and projects. 

“The content I think is re¬ 
markable, the integration... is 
great too. It’s easier, it’s cleaner 
and it’s integrated,” said 
Schoenberg. “We’re hoping 
more publishers are able to of¬ 
fer eBooks in this same way.” 

The new titles bring EPL’s 
total ebook offerings to be¬ 
tween 75,000 and 80,000 avail¬ 
able.

Coalition is ‘dead.’ 

Head of Alberta 
Federation of Labour 
says passage of bills 
poisoned relations 
with province 


The head of the Alberta Fed¬ 
eration of Labour says the 
province has poisoned labour 
relations with the passage of 
two controversial bills. 

Gil McGowan says his 
labour group urged its mem¬ 
bers to vote for Premier Ali¬ 
son Redford in the 2012 elec¬ 
tion, but won’t do it again. 

“The coalition that elected 
Alison Redford less than two 
years ago is dead,” McGowan 


said Thursday. 

“In the waning days of 
the last election campaign, 
thousands of public sector 
workers swung their support 
behind Alison Redford in an 
effort to keep the Wildrose 
party from power. 

“Many of the unions affili¬ 
ated with our federation were 
among those who took the 
bait when Redford reassured 
us that she was a Progressive 
Conservative with an empha¬ 
sis on ‘progressive.’ But we 
will not be fooled again.” 

The Alberta Federation 
of Labour is an umbrella or¬ 
ganization that speaks for 
145,000 unionized workers 
in Alberta. 

McGowan’s comments 
came a day after Redford’s 
government used its majority 


and its right to invoke a limit 
on debate to pass two bills 
less than a week after they 
were introduced without 
warning in the legislature. 

Bill 46 strips away the right 
of binding arbitration for Al¬ 
berta’s largest public-sector 
union, the 22,000-member 
Alberta Union of Provincial 
Employees. 

The bill also imposes a 
four-year contract with fro¬ 
zen wages in the first two 
years, followed by one per 
cent hikes in each of the fol¬ 
lowing two. 

The bill returns the right 
of arbitration after this con¬ 
tract is settled and stipulates 
the imposed deal only kicks 
in if both sides can’t reach an 
agreement by Jan. 31.

City councillors to 
consider multi-year 
budgets 

City councillors will consid¬ 
er writing two-year budgets 
in future years. 

With discussions on their 
first budget wrapping up, 
Mayor Don Iveson said he’s 
open to the idea that next 
year’s budget will cover 
more than just one year. 

“I think multi-year 
budgeting is good financial 
practice. I’m looking for¬ 
ward to exploring how we 
might do it,” said Iveson. 

Iveson said in the 



one-year budgets council 
currently votes on, it’s 
difficult to consider the 


bigger picture. 

“We’re not veiy good at 
doing that right now, when 
we’re only looking at one 
year,” he said. 

Lorna Rosen, the city’s 
chief financial officer, said 
the city plans to talk with 
council in Februaiy about 
options for multi-year 
budgeting. 

She said there are limits 
to how far it can go and 
that’s something council 
will have to consider. 

“It’s pretty reasonable to 
expect that you can project 
with a fair amount of accur¬ 
acy for two years; your third 
year in a three-year operat¬ 
ing budget is getting less

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Health workers fight for abortion pill 


Mifepristone. Health 
Canada considers a 
new pill that could 
offer women different 
abortion options 


Edmonton health profession¬ 
als are calling for Canada to 
get on board with the rest of 


the world, as Health Canada 
considers approving Mifepris¬ 
tone — a drug used to induce 
early, non-surgical abortions. 

The drug is currently avail¬ 
able in 57 other countries, 
including the United States, 
France and England. 

“It’s great step forward,” 
said Kim Chowela from Ed¬ 
monton’s only abortion clinic 
Woman’s Health. 


The drug, which is used in 
a combination with another 
medication that is already 
approved in Canada, induces 
a miscarriage when taken 
within the first nine weeks of 
a pregnancy. 

Chowela noted that while 
women in Alberta already 
have access to a form of medi¬ 
cated abortion, those drugs 
can only be taken within the 


first seven weeks of a preg¬ 
nancy. 

“I think having Mifepris¬ 
tone in Canada is a must,” 
she added. “It is essential for 
options of women.” 

Chowela said it was shock¬ 
ing that while other coun¬ 
tries around the world have 
approved the drug Canada 
has not.

students decipher 
meaning of Latin music 



The sounds of Latin America 
could be heard echoing from 
a Humanities classroom at the 
University of Alberta on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Thirteen students learned 
how to pair music and aca¬ 
demia this past semester as 
part of the “Popular Music of 
Latin America” class. 

Using a website called Rap 
Genius, the students would 
listen to Latin American songs, 
translate and then provide 
some historical or literal mean¬ 
ing behind lines of the tunes. 

“I thought it was pretty 
cool because a lot of time you 
listen to music and you don’t 
really think about what it ac¬ 
tually means,” said student Ian 


Brownlie. 

Professor Russell Cobb 
started the class in hopes it 
would interest students. 

“First it was just an experi¬ 
ment to work on (in) class and 
then I saw they were really ex¬ 
cited about it and then what I 
ended up doing was making it 
their final project to annotate 
10 final songs,” he said, adding 
students have to take the an¬ 
notation and back it up with 
academic findings. 

The class is believed to be 
the first post-secondaiy institu¬ 
tion to use Rap Genius specif¬ 
ically for Latin music and has 
been getting comments from 
people around the world.

Deputy Mayor Norm 
Kelly calls new 
allegations ‘troubling’ 


Allegations that Rob Ford of¬ 
fered purported gang members 
money and a car in exchange 
for a video are an “outright 
he,” the Toronto mayor said 
Thursday amid new questions 
about why police did not arrest 
him. 

Speaking on an American 
radio station, the scandal- 
plagued mayor quickly tried to 
change the topic when asked 
about the latest claims against 
him. 

“You can talk to my lawyers 
about it,” Ford told The Sports 
Junkies, a morning show based 
in Washington, D.C. 

“I’m here to talk football, 
guys. So if you want to talk 
football, talk football; but if 


you want to talk about other 
things, then unfortunately I’m 
going to have to let you go.” 

The latest allegations, which 
have not been proven in court, 
are contained in wiretap sum¬ 
maries put together as part of 


a guns and gangs investigation 
that were in a police document 
released Wednesday. 

The intercepts reveal men 
talking with familiarity about 
the mayor, and suggest they 
had supplied him with drugs 


and plotted to blackmail him 
with photographs of him doing 
narcotics, police said. 

Ford said nothing on arrival 
at city hall Thursday but Dep¬ 
uty Mayor Norm Kelly, who has 
taken on many of the mayor’s 


responsibilities, said the latest 
allegations would not affect city 
business. Kelly did call allega¬ 
tions that Ford was consorting 
with drug traffickers and gang 
members troubling.

Woman live-tweets her 
husband’s fatal crash 


A Washington state woman 
who regularly monitors police- 
scanner traffic unknowingly 
live-tweeted about her hus¬ 
band’s death in a freeway crash. 

In a series of gut-wrenching 
tweets on Wednesday, the Van¬ 
couver, Wash., mother first 
tweeted how horrible it was 
when she learned someone had 
died on Interstate 205 near the 
Oregon border. 

Caran Johnson then told 


her Twitter followers that she 
was trying not to panic because 
her husband, who drives the 
freeway, wasn’t picking up his 
phone and was late getting 
home. 

“i’m a baslcetcase,” she 
tweeted. 

As the events unfolded, she 
messaged Washington State 
Patrol spokesman Will Finn 
directly, asking whether he 
had descriptions of the vehicles 


involved in the collision. Finn 
said he didn’t, but it struck him 
as odd so he began looking into 
the crash. 

“I contacted the investigator 
and we put two and two togeth¬ 
er. I realized I had a situation on 
my hands,” Finn said Thursday. 

Troopers later went to John¬ 
son’s home to tell her that her 
husband, 47-year-old Craig 
Johnson, had died in the colli¬ 
sion.

'As if Allah had 
chosen him/ 
attacker says 

A man accused of murdering 
a British soldier on a London 
street says he attacked the 
first serviceman he spotted, 
saying “it was almost as if 
Allah had chosen him.” 

Michael Adebolajo told 
police in an interview played 
Thursday at his trial that he 


and his co-accused decided 
a soldier was “the most fair 
target because he joins the 
army with kind of an under¬ 
standing that your life is at 
risk... We sat in wait and it 
just so happened that he was 
the soldier that was spotted 
first,” Adebolajo said in the 
police interview. Adebolajo 
and Michael Adebowale are 
accused of running Fusilier 
Lee Rigby down with a car 
before hacking him to death 
near Woolwich Barracks on 
May 22. the associated press

American killed 
while jogging 

An American teacher was 
shot to death as he was 
jogging in Benghazi on 
Thursday, highlighting per¬ 
sistently tenuous security 
in the eastern Libyan city 
where the U.S. ambassador 
was killed last year. 

There were no credible 
claims of responsibility, 
but suspicion is likely to 


fall on Islamic militants 
active in Benghazi. It came 
five days after al-Qaida’s 
American spokesman called 
upon Libyans to attack U.S. 
interests eveiywhere as re¬ 
venge for U.S. special forces 
snatching an al-Qaida sus¬ 
pect off the streets of Tripoli 
in October and whisking 
him out of the countiy. The 
victim taught chemistry at 
Benghazi’s International 
School, which follows a Brit¬ 
ish curriculum.

The Yemen Defence Ministry 
came under attack Thursday 
from a suicide car bomber 
and heavily armed gunmen, 
killing 52 people and wound¬ 
ing 167, in a fierce battle 
in the heart of the capital, 
Sanaa. 

Among the dead at the 
Defence Ministry complex, 
which also houses a militaiy 
hospital, were soldiers and 
civilians, including seven for¬ 
eigners — two Germans, two 
Vietnamese, two Filipinos 
and one Indian, according to 
the Supreme Security Com¬ 
mission. 

Nobody immediately 
claimed responsibility for the 
two-stage assault, but suicide 
bombings and complex at¬ 
tacks are the hallmarks of 
al-Qaida. 

The morning attack, the 
deadliest in Sanaa since May 
2012, underlined the abil-

Medecins Sans 
Frontieres.

Janique Gagnon returned from 
the Central African Republic 
on Oct. 8 “with a heavy heart.” 

The Ottawa children’s hos¬ 
pital nurse had just spent the 
last six months on her first 
mission with Medecins Sans 
Frontieres — Doctors Without 
Borders — in one of the most 
dangerous places on earth, 
and though she’s glad to be 
home with her husband and 
two young sons, she wants to 
return to the war-torn nation 
as soon as possible. 

Before nursing, Gagnon 
spent 10 years in the Canadian 
militaiy, deployed in Italy as 
well as Bosnia-Herzegovina, 
where she treated casualties 
from Sarajevo while under 


fire. Gagnon retired from the 
militaiy in 2001. 

By then, she was looking 
for an opportunity to volun¬ 
teer with MSF. The organiza¬ 
tion offered her the opportun¬ 
ity to run a 95-bed hospital in 
Boguila, Central African Re¬ 
public — a jungle village 400 
kilometres from the capital, 
Bangui. This was in April, only 
two weeks after a coup d’etat 
reduced the tribal country to 
civil war. 

Without blinking an eye, 
Gagnon accepted on the spot 
— nevermind that Selelca re¬ 
bels and government forces 
fought viciously in the jungle 
near the hospital compound. 

John Ging, the UN’s dir¬ 
ector of humanitarian oper¬ 
ations, has described the coun¬ 
try as “a tinderbox that can 
ignite into something veiy, 
veiy big and veiy, veiy bad. 
Half the country’s population 
of 4.6 million need humanitar¬ 
ian aid. The scale of suffering is 
among the worst in the world, 
and it’s getting worse.” 

“I knew the conditions 
were bad, but that is why I 
wanted to be there, where 
the need is the greatest,” 


said Gagnon. 

Gagnon had arrived at the 
beginning of the rainy season 
when malaria was rampant. 
She treated the diseased, the 
dismembered and the dying, 
witnessing more human deg¬ 
radation than any person 
should ever see. 

Thanks in part to her front¬ 
line military experience, she 
pushed through and focused 
on the job. She recalls the day 
she stood up to a Seleka col¬ 
onel, ordering him to remove 
his gun prior to entering the 
hospital. She remembers the 
day she cried for the baby that 
died in her arms. 

“Conditions were hard, but 
the people were so grateful we 
were there, they didn’t want 
us to leave,” she recalls. “I 
have a huge amount of respect 
for the people who live there. 
They have nothing. They can’t 
even take care of themselves 
because there’s nothing.” 

Gagnon says what they 
need most are schools. “Educa¬ 
tion leads to change. It’s a long 
process, but it has to begin 
now.”

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Deadly storm sweeps 
through Europe 


Damaging winds. 

Gusts up to 229 km/h 
slam Scotland and 
paralyze train service 


Hurricane-force gusts hit 
Britain on Thursday as part 
of a powerful storm moving 
across Europe, disrupting 
air travel, halting trains and 
leaving tens of thousands of 


homes without electricity. 
Accidents linked to the storm 
killed three people. 

Authorities evacuated some 
10,000 homes along the east¬ 
ern English coast after warning 
that the country could face its 
worst tidal surge in 60 years. 

Tidal floods — caused 
as the storm drives huge 
amounts of seawater toward 
the land — were expected in 
Britain, Germany and Scandi¬ 
navia, together with freezing 


high winds from Greenland. 

The storm plowed into 
Scotland overnight, slamming 
the highlands with gusts up 
to 229 km/h. Trains were sus¬ 
pended for much of the day, 
but began to run fitfully later 
as some routes were cleared of 
debris. 

All flights to and from 
Copenhagen’s international 
airport were halted late Thurs¬ 
day due to the storm, officials

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Brother of dead soldier speaks out 


A matter of life and 
death. Help with 
post-traumatic stress 
desperately needed for 
those in the military, 
Kevin McNeil says 


The younger brother of a 
soldier whose death has 
raised questions about the 
Canadian military’s treat¬ 
ment of those with post- 
traumatic stress disorder 
says members of the mil¬ 
itary need to know help 
is available if they are 
suffering. 

Speaking before Warrant 
Officer Michael McNeil’s 
funeral Thursday, Kevin Mc¬ 
Neil said PTSD is a problem 
that is not going to stop, but 
the risks can be minimized. 

“The most we can do 
is maybe slow it down,” 
McNeil said outside the ar¬ 
moury in Truro, N.S. 

“As much money as gov¬ 
ernment is going to pour 
into this, it’s not going to 
stop. What we can do is 


make more people aware, 
talk to these soldiers, let 
them know their jobs aren’t 
in jeopardy and we’re here 
for them.” 

McNeil’s death at Can¬ 
adian Forces Base Peta- 
wawa, northwest of Ottawa, 
is among four recent sui¬ 
cides in the military. 

The Armed Forces ac¬ 
knowledges it will be deal¬ 
ing with an increased num¬ 
ber of PTSD cases in the 
next decade as the stress 
of combat takes hold in 
those who have returned 
from the fighting in Af¬ 
ghanistan. 

McNeil, 39, was a mem¬ 
ber 3rd Battalion, Royal 
Canadian Regiment. 

McNeil said he wants 
his brother remembered as 
a family man first and sec¬ 
ondly as a hero to his coun¬ 
try. 

McNeil’s coffin was car¬ 
ried into the armoury by 
an honour guard made up 
of McNeil’s comrades in the 
Royal Canadian Regiment, 
assisted by his brother 
Kevin and cousin Tim Mc¬ 
Neil.

During the funeral ser¬ 
vice, Lt. Kendra Mellish, 
the widow of Warrant 
Officer Frank Mellish, a sol¬ 
dier killed in Afghanistan 
in September 2006, gave a 
reflection on her friend. 

She said after her hus¬ 
band died, McNeil helped 
care for her children and 
would meet her when he 
came back from tours. 

“Only seven short years 
ago, he was in this same 
position, paying homage 
to his friend (Frank),” she 
said. 

She offered comfort to 
McNeil’s two daughters, 
one son and one stepson. 

“Be proud of the hero he 
was,” she said.

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C-section forced on 
mentally ill woman 
by a British court 


U.K. Risk of her womb 
rupturing in delivery; 
court approved use of 
‘reasonable restraint’ 
for the surgery 


A newly released court judg¬ 
ment says that doctors were 
medically justified in forcing 
an Italian woman to have a 
cesarean section last year be¬ 
cause it was in her best inter¬ 
ests. 

At a hearing of Britain’s 
Court of Protection in August 
2012, Justice Nicholas Mostyn 
declared doctors should be 
allowed to force Alessandra 
Pacchieri, 35, to have a C- 
section because a natural de- 
liveiy risked rupturing her 
womb. 

There were also concerns 


that if Pacchieri was unco¬ 
operative when she went into 
labour, doctors would be un¬ 
able to monitor the baby’s 
heartbeat and to see whether 
Pacchieri’s womb might rup¬ 
ture. 

In his decision, Mostyn au¬ 
thorized the use of “reason¬ 
able restraint” to perform the 
C-section safely. 

Pacchieri previously had 
two elective C-sections and 
suffered from “a significant 
mental disorder which is 
psychotic in nature,” Mostyn 
wrote in his declaration. She 
had been detained in an east 
London hospital for several 
weeks before having the C- 
section. 

The Court of Protection 
makes decisions for people 
deemed unable to decide for 
themselves. 

It said the ruling was re¬ 
leased because of public in-

Pacchieri is now con¬ 
testing a British decision to 
put the child, a girl, up for 
adoption. 

Pacchieri’s name was 
disclosed in a press release 
by her lawyer Stefano Oliva, 
which said she will appeal 
against her baby’s adoption. 

At the hearing on forcing 
a C-section evidence was sub¬ 
mitted from a psychiatrist de¬ 
tailing her psychotic episodes 
and delusional beliefs.

SEASONAL PARKING BANS 


When there is significant snowfall, the City of Edmonton 
will declare a seasonal parking ban in effect on collector 
roads and bus routes where 'seasonal no parking’ 
signs appear. 


A minimum of eight hours notice will be given. Once the 
seasonal parking ban comes into effect, all vehicles on 
signed routes MUST be moved off-street or to a side road 
where there are no signs prohibiting parking. 


Citizens are advised about the seasonal parking 
ban through: 

• Local media (TV, radio and internet) 

• Roadside digital messaging signs 

• Edmonton Transit bus-front messages 

• E-mail notification system 

• Facebook and Twitter 
posts 

• City of Edmonton website 

• 311 

Vehicles that are not removed 
from signed routes during the ban 
are subject to tagging and towing. 

There is NO parking allowed 
on the seasonal parking ban 
routes until the City declares 
the ban is over. 

In some cases, additional work may 
be required or more snow may be 
forecasted, and the routes must remain clear of vehicles 
until crews have completed their duties and the ban 
officially lifted.

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Use bitcoins at your 
own risk, warns 
China’s central bank 


‘Virtual goods.’ 

Country bars banks 
from handling the 
cyber currency 


Bitcoins suffered a new 
setback after China’s cen¬ 
tral bank said Thursday its 
banks and payment systems 
are barred from handling 
the virtual currency. 

The central bank said 
bitcoins did not qualify as 
a currency but private indi¬ 
viduals still are allowed to 
trade them at their own risk. 

Bitcoins are created, dis¬ 
tributed, and authenticated 
independently of any bank 
or government. Their rela¬ 
tive anonymity holds out 
the promise of being able to 
spend money across the In¬ 



ternet without scrutiny. 

“Bitcoins are virtual 
goods that have no legal 
status or monetary equiva¬ 


lent and should not be used 
as currency,” said a Chinese 
central bank statement. 

It said financial institu¬ 
tions and payment systems 
were not allowed to use 
bitcoin prices for products 
and could not sell, trade or 
store bitcoins. 

“Ordinary people are 
free to participate in trans¬ 
actions at their own risk,” 
the central bank said. 

Despite wild swings in 
value, the virtual currency 
has been moving toward 
broader acceptance. A grow¬ 
ing number of companies 
accept bitcoins, which can 
be converted into cash. 

Other governments are 
wary of the cybercurrency. 
In July, Thailand’s central 
bank banned trading and 
use of bitcoins.

High El rates padding 
feds’ budget: Watchdog 


The Harper government may 
need to depend on artificially 
high El premiums, asset sales 
and spending restraint to bal¬ 
ance the budget in time for 
the 2015 election, the federal 
budget watchdog says in a 
new report. 

But the new assessment 
from the parliamentary 
budget office also projects 
that the government will be 
able to achieve its target of a 
balanced budget in 2015 and 
even amass a bigger surplus 
in the critical election year 
than the government pro¬ 
jects. 

The report says its base¬ 
line projection puts the 2015

As well, the budget office 
projection shows next year’s 
deficit at $3.5 billion — $2 bil¬ 
lion lower than Ottawa’s esti¬ 
mate in last month’s econom¬ 
ic update — and within an 
eyelash of a balanced budget, 
once a $ 3-billion cushion for 
surprises is factored out. 

But the report shows that 
the improvement from the 
economic update is depend¬ 
ent not so much on a strong 
economy but on extraordin¬ 
ary measures and keeping 
payroll taxes higher than 
need be. the Canadian press 


SolarCity to back up solar with Tesla batteries 


The solar panel installer Solar- 
City is beginning to address 
one of solar power’s big draw¬ 
backs: The sun doesn’t always 
shine. 

The solution: big batteiy 
packs that will provide backup 
power while lowering electric 
bills. The supplier: electric car 
maker Tesla Motors, whose 
CEO Elon Musk is also the 
chairman of SolarCity. 


“Our goal is to be an energy 
provider, to provide all energy 
services,” said SolarCity CEO 
Lyndon Rive. 

The batteries will be offered 
first to commercial custom¬ 
ers because of the way many 
commercial electric bills are 
calculated. SolarCity is also 
conducting a pilot program 
in California for homeowners, 
but because residential bills 


are calculated differently — 
and the batteries are so expen¬ 
sive — it could be years before 
batteries make financial sense 
for homes. 

“We know this is a long¬ 
term problem, so we are in¬ 
vesting in it now,” Rive said. 

SolarCity shares rose $2.83 
US, or 5.4 per cent, to $55 US 
in trading before the opening

Nelson Mandela was 
important to South 
Africa and the world

Nelson Mandela’s cell of five 
square metres in Robben Is¬ 
land, where he spent 18 of 
his 27 years in prison, is now 
a virtual shrine for tourists 
and political figures alike. But 
Mandela was much more than 
a long-suffering prisoner. He 
was a world leader and a 20th 
century icon. 

“His building a future 
for South Africa was a huge 
achievement,” says Stephen 
Chan, professor of internation¬ 
al relations at the School of 
Oriental and African Studies in 
London and author of numer¬ 
ous books on southern Africa. 

“He helped draft what may 
be the world’s best constitu¬ 
tion. He was instrumental in 
establishing the Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission, 
which was crucial in helping 


the country deal with its apart¬ 
heid past. He was also a highly 
moral politician, setting the 
tone for the whole continent 
by stepping down after one 
term.” 

Lilias van Wylc, a white 
South African who lived 
through apartheid, is full of ad¬ 
miration for Mandela. 

“There’s nobody like him 
here in South Africa. (Our for¬ 
mer president and Mandela’s 
deputy president Thabo Mbeki) 
was a gentleman, but our cur¬ 
rent president is more inter¬ 
ested in ladies than anything 
else,” she tells Metro. 

Indeed, Mandela succeeded 
where so many other ffeedom- 
fighters-tumed-leaders have 
failed: as a democratic polit¬ 
ician and later president, the 
former communist united his 
countiy. 

Despite the black majority’s 
pent-up anger over decades of 
discrimination, no civil war 
erupted. The transition to dem¬ 
ocracy under Mandela’s leader¬ 
ship proceeded in a remarkably 
peaceful and orderly fashion. 
In his presidential inaugura¬ 
tion speech, Mandela urged 
South Africans to practise for-

fantastic man. It’s 
amazing what he 
accomplished without any 
violence or shooting. And 
his dignity! I say, ‘Thank 
you, Lord, that we’ve had 
him.’” 

Lilias van Wyk, a white South African who 
lived through apartheid 

giveness, saying in Afrikaans, 
“Wat is verby verby,” which 
translates to “What is past is 
past.” And, through the power 
of his moral leadership, Man¬ 
dela brought South Africa back 
into the international fold. 

But, Africa watchers note, 
Mandela was no angel, inher¬ 
ently speaking. 

“He became a saint because 
we made him one,” says Chan. 
“We made him one to justify 
not putting enough pressure 
on the apartheid government 
to release him.” 

And though South African 
lore sees him as an old man 
who magically emerged from 


decades in prison to govern his 
countiy with great success, the 
reality is a bit more nuanced. 
Explains Chan: “The four years 
between his release and his 
election as president in 1994 
were turbulent. He had to go 
on a steep learning curve.” 

And, while Mandela was in 
charge as president, he mainly 
provided the strategic direc¬ 
tion and left the nitty-gritty of 
governing to his deputy, Thabo 
Mbeki. That’s in no way nega¬ 
tive, but the frail 76-year-old 
didn’t single-handedly perform 
the arduous task of running 
the countiy. 

Even after stepping down, 
Mandela remained an icon at 
home and around the world: 
almost uniquely among dis¬ 
sidents elected to political 
power, he left with his integ¬ 
rity and popularity intact. For 
South Africa, the African con¬ 
tinent, even the world he was 
a desperately needed icon of 
democratic success. 

“We’re all praying for a 
peaceful transition now,” says 
van Wyk. “We’re on our knees 
24-7.” 

But the adoration of Man¬ 
dela will no doubt continue.

Stories We Tell. 

Sarah Polley's true tale 
of her family secret 
has become a serious 
Oscar contender 


Sarah Polley’s intimate family 
tale Stories We Tell was sup¬ 
posed to be the little-seen docu- 
mentaiy the actress-tumed- 
director made between larger 
dramatic features. 

Instead, it’s become a ser¬ 
ious Oscar contender and 
widely acclaimed documen¬ 
taiy debut, gamering plenty of 
attention south of the border, 
including awards from the New 
York Film Critics Circle for best 
non-fiction film and the Na¬ 
tional Board of Review for best 
documentaiy. 

Now, she and producer 
Anita Lee are gearing up for an 
awards circuit they hope will 
culminate with a golden statue 
at the Academy Awards. 

“It’s really, really exciting,” 


Lee says of recently making the 
short list for a best documen¬ 
taiy Oscar nomination, along¬ 
side 14 other films. 

“It’s so incredibly awesome.” 

Lee says Polley “is absolutely 
thrilled” with the surprise ac¬ 
claim for her intensely person¬ 
al film, which explores a long- 
held family secret about her 
true parentage. 

They learned of making the 
Oscar short list Tuesday, the 
same day they were handed the 
best non-fiction prize by the 
New York Film Critics Circle. 
The National Board of Review 
announced it picked Polley’s 
film as best doc on Wednesday. 

Documentaiy branch mem¬ 
bers of the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences will 
now choose five nominees 
from a pool of 15. 

Lee says it’s an honour just 
to make the short list, but she 
admits that she and Polley are 
ready to promote Stories We 
Tell to academy voters to boost 
their chances of snagging a 
nomination. 


On promoting the film 


"I really am learning that it's 
not just about the merit of 
the film, it is very strategic 
and political and it involves 
marketing and a very big Os¬ 
car machinery that exists in 
the U.S. industry," says Lee, 
a producer for the National 
Film Board based in Toronto. 
"And so I feel like it's a lot¬ 
tery but the odds are not 
bad so we're hopeful." 


That means hosting key 
screenings in Los Angeles and 
New York, and making sure 
they attend events like the 
International Documentaiy As¬ 
sociation’s IDA Awards on Fri¬ 
day. Lee says she’s heading to 
LA. on Thursday for the bash, 
where Stories We Tell will com¬ 
pete for the best feature award 
against The Act of Killing, 
Blackfish, Let the Fire Bum and 
The Square.

Food: That tasty thing 
that ties all of us together 



Spinning Plates. 
New film documents 
three very different 
restaurants and their 
passionate people 


The director of the new restau¬ 
rant documentaiy Spinning 
Plates has a theoiy as to why TV 
programs about food continue 
to be wildly popular. 

“Food is just so universal 
and familiar to eveiyone. It’s 
comfortable, it’s an emotional 
medium,” said Joseph Levy, 
who cut his teeth producing 
the Food Network program 
Into the Fire. 

“Even for people who aren’t 
self-proclaimed foodies and 
don’t go follow the hottest pop¬ 
up restaurants ... you probably 
still remember with fondness 
the first meal you ever had 
with your spouse, or the night 
you proposed, or a Thanksgiv¬ 
ing or holiday meal that your 
grandparent might have made 
for you.” 

Added the filmmaker: “In 
the same way that music can 
bring back great feelings and 
great memories, so can food.” 


Spinning Plates — which is 
screening in Toronto at the TIFF 
Bell Lightbox and will be re¬ 
leased Friday on iTunes — tells 
the stoiy of three veiy different 
restaurants and the passionate 
personalities that drive them. 

Gorgeously shot, it’s a lov¬ 
ing ode to food, a topic that has 
captivated Levy since his child¬ 
hood in Corpus Christi, Texas. 

The first restaurant profiled 
in Spinning Plates is world-re¬ 
nowned Chicago eateiy Alinea, 
headed up by molecular gas¬ 
tronomy guru Grant Achatz 
(whom Levy first encountered 
while working on Into the Fire). 
The chef is a creative marvel, 
constantly driven to top his 
own culinaiy masterpieces (and 
to land the highest possible rat¬ 
ing from the revered Michelin 


restaurant guide). 

The artistry of Alinea is a far 
cry from Breitbach’s Country 
Dining, the second establish¬ 
ment featured in Spinning 
Plates. The oldest bar and 
restaurant in Iowa, its special¬ 
ties are pie and fried chicken, 
served up by the tightly knit 
Breitbach clan — with help 
from residents of the tiny com¬ 
munity of Balltown. Rounding 
out the narrative is Cocina de 
Gabby — an upstart mom-and- 
pop outfit run by a struggling 
Mexican couple in Tucson, Ariz. 

“I wanted to take three res¬ 
taurants that were seemingly 
disparate,” explains Levy, 40. 
“For me the movie is really 
about how meaningful food 
can be and the places that serve

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David Foster looks to round out trophy case 


Canadian talent. 
Grammy-winning 
producer wants to 
secure a Tony Award 
and an Oscar to 
complete his set 


Though he’s famous for his 
sweepingly grand adult pop 
productions, David Foster 
in person can be punlc-roclc 
blunt. 

Take, for example, the

right,” said Foster, who added 
that he would be involved in 
casting should the produc¬ 
tion ever get to that stage. 

“I’m not talking out of 
school here, they’ve admit¬ 
ted that the music is ahead 
of the book. So I think I’ve 
done a really good job of writ¬ 
ing some great songs and 
the book needs to equal the 
music now. And until it does, 
they will not go forward with 


it.” 

While he awaits progress 
on that production, it’s not as 
though Foster is lacking for 
work. 

Roughly two years ago, the 
64-year-old took over as chair¬ 
man of Verve Music Group, a 
jazz imprint whose sprawling 
roster now includes Stevie 
Wonder, Diana Krall, Biyan 
Adams, Sarah McLachlan,

Costello and Maiy J. Blige, 
whose recent holiday rec¬ 
ord, A Mary Christmas, was 
helmed by Foster. 

“Like eveiything else I do, 
I’m going to throw my body 
and soul into it and see if I 
can be a good record chair¬ 
man,” he said. “We’ve also 
signed a lot of unknown sing¬ 
ers. I’m sure we’ll fail a lot 
because that’s the nature of 
the business — you sign 12 


artists, one hits, you feel veiy 
blessed. 

“I don’t want to have that 
horrible a track record but 
I’m sure we’ll sign six artists, 
one will hopefully hit and 
five won’t. That’s kind of the 
nature of the beast. But I’m 
enthused about it.... I want to 
be good at it.

Bonnie Parker and Clyde Bar- 
row began a two-year crime 
spree in 1932 that could never 
happen in 2013. 

Sure, the fame-hungiy rob¬ 
bers would be all over the In¬ 
ternet, posting selfies of Bonnie 
holding a pistol and chomping 
on a cigar on Instagram, but 
even if they were able to draw 
millions of followers on Twitter 
and maintain the public’s in¬ 
terest for that amount of time, 
they couldn’t have dodged the 
cops for that long. 

“You couldn’t have it (hap¬ 
pen) now because there would 
be an amber alert like 12 min¬ 
utes later,” says Lane Garrison, 
who plays Clyde’s brother 
Buck on the two-night mini- 
series Bonnie & Clyde. 

The concept of people be¬ 


ing products of their times 
was veiy much present in 
the minds of the Bonnie & 
Clyde cast, which also in¬ 
cludes Holliday Grangier and 
Emile Hirsch in the respective 
title roles, William Hurt as 
the Texas Ranger who hunts 
them down and Sarah Hyland 
(Haley from Modem Family!) 
as Buck’s wife. Garrison says 
they all read Jeff Guinn’s book 
Go Down Together: The Tme, 
Untold Story of Bonnie & Clyde 
before coming onto the set. 

“This was a young man 
dealing in the middle of the 
Depression era and they didn’t 
have anything,” says Garrison, 
who grew up in Dallas, where 
the gangsters are originally 
from. “They had no money and 
Buck lacked an education, so 
of course he took to a life of 
crime. For me, stepping into 
that character, it was really 
about understanding what 
motivated him and that was 
family, first and foremost.” 

To get that family feel, 
he and Hirsch also spent a 
good deal of time bro-ing out. 
“Emile and I — two weeks out, 
before the shoot —we literally 
hung out 24/7,” says Garrison.

At first glance, America’s grow¬ 
ing interest in fantasy sports 
may just seem like an expansion 
of what it means to be a fan. 

If cheering for your favorite 
team and watching your favor¬ 
ite highlight programs isn’t 
enough to sate your fandom, 
you can join any one of mil¬ 
lions of online fantasy leagues, 
where you can draft your fa¬ 
vourite players from across 
the league and make their tri¬ 
umphs (and failures) count for 
you. 

But according to fantasy- 
guru Matthew Beny’s new book 
Fantasy Life: The Outrageous,

Moreover, he says it’s some¬ 
thing that has to be experi¬ 
enced to be truly understood. 

“It’s like going to your first 
Bruce Springsteen concert. You 
can be a Springsteen fan and 
love his albums, but it’s not 



until you’ve seem him up on 
stage, absolutely pouring his 
heart out for four hours, that 
you can truly understand how 
awesome he is.” That’s pretty 
high praise for online fantasy 
sports, but Berry’s book makes 
a compelling case for the new 
American pastime’s most dedi¬
